Wa  printed  on  Wednesday  an  article 
an  Socialism  from  the  pen  of  Count  Leo 
Tolstoy,  a  eocial  reformer.  We  putdish 
another  this  morning  from  the  capital- 
istic point  of  Tlew.    Both  are  extremely 


The  views  of  the  %  rest  Russian  writer 
pre  the  more  interesting,  from  the  posi- 


fba  field  of  aociologj. 
to  riv«  definlt 
on  aociaty^  Thay  might  be 
•toarrfbed  as  Christian  Nihilhrm.  if  we 
could  justify  soch  a  classification. 
Count  Tolstoy's  later  mental  attitude 
is  tha  result  of  development  in  an  en- 
Tirontnent  of  conditiona  which,  living 
as  wa  do  in  an  atmosphere  of  political 
and  aocial  liberty,  we  can  scarcely  com- 
prehend. His  theories,  if  carried  into 
effect,  would  lie  dmtruetive  of  most  of 
our  recognised  Institutions — kingly  pow- 
•r.  aute.  church,  judiciary.  Jury.  »rmy. 
■rep  msrriage;  and  at  the  same  time 
mil  "tetflteBry-ls  peace  and  love 
hia  fellow  man — even  to  the 
•xtreme  of  n«-n-re»i«lance.  He  is  almost 
a  literalist  in  regard  to  the  teachings 
ftf  tha  New  Testament,  though  his  gos- 
pel is  largely  a  reconstruction  of  what 
fare  commonly  understand  as  the  do.  • 
trines  of  Our  Saviour.  He  idealises 
labor — manual,  everyday  labor — as  the 
trne  condition  of  every  man.  and  hue 
reduced  his  own  standards  to  the  most 
Serere  form  of  the  simple  life — to  the 
pimplicity  aud  rigor  of  the  peasant.  Iu 
many,  many  ways  he,  therefore,  repre- 
aents  the  extreme  of  s*\chili*»tlc  views. 

Keenly  analytical  and  profound  in  bis 
ftiagnosi*  of  tho  aocial  situation,  he  has 
Harceived  someN.f  the  fallacies  which 
lie  at  the  bottom  of  the  recognized 
pwclaliatic  propaganda.  State  socialism 
la  one  of  the  most  beam  if  nl  of  theories. 
BJellamy.io  his  "Looking  Backward"  did 
Inuch  to  popularize  it  among  those  who 
pnly  theorize  superficially  on  such  sub- 
|ecta,  and  to  give  a  certain  definlteness 
|n  the  mind*  of  tfco6  W%0  were  seek- 
ing a  favornble  prnctical  suUition  of  the 
question.  He  present*  a  -very  pretiy 
picture  of  the  hnmsn  ra.  e  as  a  bappy 
family,  and  ia  scarcely  less  logical  than 
Henry  George  himself.  We  are  all  look- 
ing forward"  for  a  millenium  for  the 
world  at  some  stage  of  ita  history.  We 
•II  have  ideals,  and  wa  all  dream 
Bellamy  dreamed  a  beautiful 
'dream,  and  very  'largely  shaped  the 
Ideals  of  popular  socialism  of  the  day. 
Count  Tolstoy  makes  this  t.tatemeat, 
Which Taenia  I*  cM„e«s  pretty  clearly 
presett  aims:  .  ^ 
"  "The  aocialistic  idea  is  that  (be1  work- 
pra,  hiving  t*r«»nTne  masters  of  sll  <hf 
aneaias  of  production,  are  to  obtain  alT

Our 
poaaeasions.  our  sensations,  our  pleas- 
ures, our  prises  are  only  enjoyable  by 
contrast.

our  pa  inn  make  our  pleasures  the  more

JUST  now  the  apple  trees  are  In  full 
bloom  oit  Vancouver  Island,  and 
It  is  on*  of  the  prettiest  of  pic- 
tures that  1*  made  by  the  neat  little 
dwellings  of  the  fruit-grower*  *s  they 
snuggle  »mong  the  fragrant  b^saoms 
..f  the  orchard.  Feauty  and  utility  are 
thus  admirably  combined,  and  what 
prettier  eight  can  there  n*  than  that 
which  greets  the,  visitor  in  the  autumn 
■vhen  the  trees  are  hanging  with  roay- 
rheeked  fruit  In  sn.axlUtlc  setting  of 
green.  Truly  the  lot  of  the  horticul- 
turist must  be  a  happy  one. 

Krultvale  Is  one  of  the  gayest  pf  the 
beauty  spota  on  the  Haanich  peninsula 
Alongside    the   Bonnie   Brae  orchard 
mentioned  last    week,    is  the  twenty- 
acre"  plot'  owned  by  the  Tanner  Bros  . 
one  of  whom  is  member  of  the  provin- 
cial parliament  for  the  Haanich  district 
Three  acre*  of  the  ranch  Is  planted  to_ 
Htrawberrte*  »nd  no  less  than  ten  acres  , 
will  be  In  orchard  by  next  autumn,  nine 
acres  to  apples  and  one  to  prunes. 

The  later  varieties  of  apples  have 
been  planted  in  the  past  but  now  they 
are  turning  their  attention  to  the  early 
aorta  such  ka  Wealthy  and  Duchess  of 
Oldenburg.

treea.  By  always  selecting  carefully 
they  eventually  secure  a  atrain  that

Tg#j  temp- 
tation to  the  Cockney  to  flee  to  the 
c7>uhlry  has  been  Irresistible,  and  it  is 
aald  the  rallwaya  have  carried  away 
iiealy  a  million  holiday-makers  to  the 
seaside  and  other  resorts.  There  are 
no  people  anywhere  who.  have  such  a 
passionate  love  of  the  brcozv  country 
as  these  dwellers  In  the  moan  streets. 
They  have  been  saving  up  for  this  out-

Taut' stronger  n  otion  began  at  5.25  a.m., 
that  l»  about  five  minutes  after  toe 
first  imperceptible  tremors.  The  re- 
cording pen  was  carried  entirely  off 
the  record  sheet  by  the  violence  of 
tne  motion  from  s.3i  to  8.35  a.m.  Af- 
ter the  latter  Wme  the  motion  gradual- 
ly diminished  over  a  longer  period  of 
time,  but  did  not  entirely  cease  until 
about  12.35  p.m.  The  vibratory  motion 
of  the  ground  at  Washington  waa 
really  a  comparatively  s.ow  and  de- 
liberate motion,  each  back  and  forth 
movement  taking  15  to  2U  aeconda  of 
time.  The  largest  movement  of  the

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Washington 
Instrument  differs  considerably  trom 
the  seismograph  known  as  the  Milne 
type,  now  hi  use.  at. -Toronto,  and  In 
Victoria  and  numerous  otner  stations 
throughout  the  world.  The  Mi.ne  type 
records  the  movement  of  the  horizon- 
tal pendulum  on  photographic  paper 
which  Is  'duly  passed  by  clockwork 
under  the  rays  of  light  iruni  a  lamp. 
I  hope  shortly  to  reproduce  the  records 
of  this  type  of  lustruinent  as  they 
were  obtained  both  In  this  city  and  at 
Toronto.

OLD   TIMER    FROZEN    TO  DEATH.

Kept  a  D.ary  In  Which  Hi*  La«t  En- 
tries Tefl  the  Story. 

Eric  Erickson,  a  native  of  Krlstlan- 
aund.  Norway,  and  an  old  timer  of  the 
Koyukuk.  whs  froseu  to  death  op  the 
trail  bet  ween  Red  Mountain  and  Berg- 
inan,  Alaska,  about  January  19. 

He  left  Bsttles  alone  In  early  winter 
under  a  contract  to  cut  wood  above 
Red  Mountain  for  the  steamers  of  the 
V.  C.  Co..  but  took  in  barely  sufficient 
provisions  to  last  him  till  the  expira- 
tion of  his  work. 

The  diary,  which  he  had  kept  up  to 
the  last  day  of  his  slay  In  the  wood- 
chopping  camp,  snows  mat  the  exceed- 
ingly cold  spell  that  visited  Alaska 
about  that  time  had  prevented  his  re- 
turn until  forced  by  the  want  of  food 
to  hit  the  trail. 

The  two  last  entries  are; 

"January  1.'— fold,  about  50  below, 
If  not  mor«*.
